11 designers will tell you 
they want their projects to 
J^m be functional, but Wind- 
sor Smith’s devotion to 
the philosophy carries the weight of 
mantra. “I want real living rooms,” says 
the Los Angeles-based practitioner. She 
plots dynamic, multipurpose spaces in 
which families actually gather and inter- 
act: kitchen— dining room hybrids that 
feel like cozy showcases; his-and-hers 
bathrooms with cushy banquettes at con- 
versation distance from soaking tubs. 

The aesthetic is well-edited, classic, 
and relaxed. “I mix sleek and modern 
pieces with antiques,” she says. “I love 
things with a sense of provenance and a 
story, but I don’t discriminate against the 
new and the glossy.” Her palette runs to 
the cool side: steely blues and storm- 
cloud grays; inky, weathered woods. 

That West Coast ease — featured in 
her new book, Homefront: Design for 
Modern Living — permeates projects from 
Brentwood to Amagansett. There’s a yin- 
yang balance referencing time-honored 
materials without an ounce of pretense. 
Velvet snuggles up to sisal; satin balloon 
shades set off a midcentury Serge Mouille 
chandelier. The selection is eclectic: 
herringbone parquet, suzani-covered 
ottomans, African masks, Directoire 
chairs. “Things don’t always have to be 
so buttoned up and tight,” she says. “My 
look is elegant but deconstructed.” 


SECRETS TO 
TIMELESS STYLE 

• “Understand the value of creating ten- 
sion, like a sculptural feminine chair 
next to a sturdy masculine table. The 
overall effect is serene and beautiful.” 

• “I’m a big advocate of bringing the 
dining room into the kitchen and dispens- 
ing with a formal space strictly devoted 
to eating that no one ever uses. Ditto for 
the coat closet in the foyer — I install 
hooks for jackets, purses, and hats.” 

• “Lay a herringbone parquet pattern in 
an entry hallway with the V pointing 
inward — it’s as if the entire floor is an 
arrow inviting you in.” □

PARADISE FOUND 

A run-of-the-mill South Florida ranch house perched on 
the coast is stunningly reborn as a chic, sun-drenched 
family retreat that celebrates island style and gracious 
outdoor living, 


serpentine gravel drive bor- 
dered by palms and sea 
grapes curves to reveal a 
refined white-stucco com- 
pound whose cool, streamlined simplicity 
belies the grandeur that unfolds inside. 
Beyond the louvered front door, a loggia 
supplants the traditional entry hall — a long 
passageway that connects the main house, 
the poolhouse, and the guesthouse, all 
anchored around a lush central courtyard. 

The property was not always so inspired. 


When the homeowners purchased the ram- 
bling 1970s Florida ranch, they had recon- 
struction, not renovation, in mind. “It had 
some interesting spaces inside, but there 
wasn’t much about it that we wanted to 
keep,” says architect D. Stanley Dixon, the 
mastermind behind the beachfront proper- 
ty’s redesign. But before work began, the 
family spent a season in the house and came 
to admire some of its uniquely “old Florida” 
details — the meandering one-story floor 
plan, the terrazzo floors, the cypress walls.

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In the end, they set a course for an expansive 
face -lift that retained some of the charms of 
the house they had fallen in love with. 

The scope of the project was immense: 
Dixon reengineered the entire footprint of 
the property, doubled the size of the main 
house, and added a guest cottage and a 
garage. At the same time, he infused all of 
the structures with an eclectic exoticism. 

He was influenced by the exuberant 
architecture of far-flung warm-weather 
locales like Bermuda, Morocco, and Greece. 
“My vision was to take these worldly styles 
and blend them together,” says Dixon. To 
the house’s facade he added an evocative 
stepped roof with graphic scalloped gable

ends and lilting built-in niches. Other 
details, like Chippendale fretwork screens 
in windows flanking the front door, have 
roots in British Colonial architecture. In 
the kitchen, serrated cornices and intricate 
finials on the domed cabinetry recall the 
multicultural confection that is the Royal 
Pavilion in Brighton, England. 

Despite the whimsical touches, a sense 
of serenity prevails — both the finishes and 
the palette are intentionally pared down to 
provide balance. Limewashed cypress 
accents bring warmth to the chalky white 
plaster, stately gray marble flooring lends 
continuity to open-air spaces, and custom 
lanterns fitted with lavender glass cast a 
rosy evening glow. 

Intimate outdoor rooms are family- 
friendly without losing their elegance. 
Pristine terraces close to the house ease 
seamlessly into loose, less structured gar- 
dens where the family’s children play. The 
house’s many wings also allowed Dixon to 
create a host of leafy conversation areas — 
each of the five bedrooms has its own 
patio — and he arranged the loggia to fea- 
ture breathtaking views of the beach. Gur- 
gling fountains compete with the sound of 
the surf, and every corner is thoughtfully 
outfitted with a place to unwind and relax. 
It’s a secluded oasis ideally suited for 
soaking up the Florida sun. □

t’s one of our very favorite color combinations: crisp, clear 
shades of blue shot through with grounding splashes of 
cream, ivory, and white. As a perennially sought-after 
palette, it’s classic without being stuffy; romantic without 
feeling sappy; happy and vibrant, but deliciously subtle, too. A

But not just any dining room. It was for one of his most involved 
commissions to date. It had to be the perfect table, utterly unique — 
and it had to be able to accommodate up to 26 in a pinch. 

The cold-sweat wake-ups would happen again and again in the 
14 months it took him to furnish this capacious home. (‘T went 
completely gray-haired during the project,” says the gregarious 
Powers.) Built from scratch in Houston’s tony River Oaks neigh- 
borhood, the house was a highly detailed undertaking of Texas- 
size proportions, encased in limestone walls and a copper roof, with 
a subterranean garage for 14 cars that doubles as a ballroom — 
polished floors, pilasters, and all. 

Powers was called in just as the manse’s elegant exterior, a light- 
footed dance between French and Italian styles, was finished. On a 
drizzly Houston morning, he pulled on a pair of rubber Wellington 
boots and walked the entire house, alone. “I didn’t want anybody to 
meet me there,” he says. “I just wanted to take it all in.” He was struck 
by the rooms’ comfortable proportions, but not surprised. He knew 
the couple — one of their daughters had been an intern at his interior 
design firm — as philanthropists whom he calls “very down-to-earth,” 
with two grown daughters and an increasing number of grandchildren. 
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The dining room, with its gleaming touches 
and crisp, graphic walls, is a study in modern 
elegance.

White accents, from the upholstery to the 
sculptural objects, give the family room a light,' 
low-key look.

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This house was to be something lasting, Powers says — 
something that, “in 200 years, will still be here.” 

Which precisely explains his self-inflicted pressure. 
“Furnishings come and go,” Powers says, “but I wanted to 
ensure that the house itself had historical references for the 
future — that 50, 70, or even 100 years from now, new own- 
ers would say, ‘We could never change that. That’s original 
to the house.’” 

Nothing is conventional here. A powder room has been 
fully fitted — walls, moldings, even the vanity — in mirror. 
The long, tubular footrest at a bar has been rendered in 
glass, not wood. “Every wall has been papered, lacquered, 
upholstered, or mirrored,” Powers says. “Every single mold- 
ing is glazed, stried, or stressed in some fashion. There is 
a ton of trompe I’oeil work. For one year, I had a crew of 
decorative painters in the house.” In the paneled library. 
Powers sent another team in. “They were in there for weeks, 
hand-waxing the walnut, to ensure that it had a patina.” 

With the shell fully rehned. Powers began stirring in the 
furnishings, art, and accessories, virtually all of it acquired

Early on, Powers and the wife settled on 
the color scheme, divined from “the most unusual marble Fd ever 
seen,” he says. It was the top of an 18th-century gilded table, “peachy, 
rosy, corally cognac. I said, ‘That’s our palette. That’s what we have 
to make it from.’” 

The resulting quiet hues telegraph the low-key nature of the 
couple. “We’re pretty casual people,” she says. Powers concurs: 
“They want their grandkids to run around the house and skateboard 
down the hallway. Nothing is off-limits.” 

And when they sit down to dinner with that growing brood, they 
are together around the perfect table. It finally came to Powers: 17 
feet long. Regency in style, and finished in crackled lacquer, its top 
japanned with Siamese fighting fish swimming about. Powers 
obsessed about those, too. He flew to the maker’s shop in California 
to draw the outline of each fish in chalk. He felt he owed it to the house. 

“This,” he recalls thinking, “has got to be the best dining table 
you’ve ever seen in your life.” □

IN THE GREAT MELTING POT THAT IS AMERICA, there may be 
no two regional flavors as incompatible as carefree Southern 
Californian and flinty New England Yankee. So when a 
breezy West Coast girl married into a family that summers 
on a Massachusetts island favored by generations of Boston 
Brahmins, the stylistic misunderstandings could have been 
many. The stakes rose even higher when she asked Los 
Angeles-based designer Richard Hallberg to create her 
dream house amid the island’s centuries-old Shingle Style 
beauties. But instead of a culture clash, the result is a master- 
piece of merged sensibilities. 

“I wanted the laid-back, indoor-outdoor feeling I grew up 
with,” says the wife, who spends most of the year in Boston 
along with her husband and three teenagers. “To me, houses 
on the East Coast look laced-up even when they’re trying to 
be relaxed. I wanted the ‘Hallberg look’ — California style 
that’s comfortable and family-focused, but still elegant.” 

Hallberg laughs. “I didn’t do what was expected, that’s for 
sure. I nodded to the region by using the usual Cape Cod 
details — ^V-groove paneling, crown moldings, rustic stone, 
and antique wood floors — but the norm here is wicker and 
chintz. My aesthetic is cleaner. I don’t ever want to re-create 
a historic home. I’ll leave that to the museums.” 
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A grid of photographs by Jan Dibb^ts adds graphic punch 
to the great room.

Accordingly, there’s not a trace of Victorian frippery in 
sight, not even a cabbage-rose print to accompany the classic 
views of the harbor. “I don’t use prints,” Hallberg says ada- 
mantly. “In my rooms, proportion is drama.” To him, the long 
rustic console lining the great room wall has weight enough 
to vie with the ocean for attention. “I’m not afraid of scale. I 
think robust is more interesting.” 

Sprawling is encouraged here, with huge nubby poufs tak- 
ing center stage in the great room. And any inclination for 
traditional dark antiques gives way before the entry’s shining 
hexagonal lacquered table and a sunroom sofa with contem- 
porary white wooden grids for arms. “Center lines and grids, 
harmony and symmetry, they’re simply part of my nature,” 
Hallberg says. 

He points to the way the anthropomorphic legs of the great 
room’s dining chairs are mimicked by the “paws” on the 
John Dickinson coffee table across the room. “Even when it 
comes to whimsy, it’s always about balance and knowing 
when to stop,” says Hallberg. “Beauty happens when there’s 
nothing to jar your mind. There’s an art to restraint.” That’s 


a sentiment also embraced by New Englanders since the 
Mayflower ran ashore. 

With the exception of the spirited art the homeowners 
collect with the guidance of S3 Contemporary, colors here 
are consistently serene. The only standout shade is a blue 
that complements the many watery hues visible out every 
window. “To me, blue is a neutral. It’s nature, after all,” says 
Hallberg. To substitute for layers of color, he used “layers of 
texture,” like the family room sofa with a woven raffia frame 
set off by sleek linen cushions. 

Nothing about the exterior betrays the subversive style 
within. The house has occupied the same spot for a century, 
and it was important to the owners that its silhouette remain 
largely unchanged. The top two floors were actually lifted off 
during construction while a new first floor was built, then 
placed back on top, just so sailors scudding home on the 
foggy bay could still navigate by its well-known gables. And 
to family and friends arriving for weekends of sand, surf, and 
kayaking, its weathered shingles look as familiar as ever — 
until they open the front door. □

THE PROJECT BEGAN, AS MANY DO, WITH THE 

renovation of a house, this one in sunny South- 
ern California. But in the hands of Anthony 
Baratta and his former partner, William 
Diamond, it then expanded to include some 
really unusual spaces and outbuildings: an 
ethereal dining pavilion, for instance; a party- 
ready porte cochere; a vine-wrapped poolside 
pergola— cum— screening room; and, in the 
garden, a freestanding kitchen that happens to 
look like a greenhouse. 

“When we started,” says the wife, “we were 
thinking we wanted the house to be great for a 
wedding.” But what the homeowners, trans- 
planted New Yorkers with three grown chil- 
dren, wound up with is so much more. Baratta 
describes the resulting West Coast chateau as 
an “over-the-top place in Provence.” 

In these days of midcentury everything, 
French decor is so rare that Baratta had to 
reacquaint himself with the modern virtuosos 
of trompe I’oeil, complex upholstery, and preci- 
sion tilework. He also needed to revisit muse- 
ums and hit the books — hard. Surprisingly, 
he didn’t look online. “Online is too flat,” he 
explains. “You need to feel the scale, to spot 
the tricks. Besides, for me, this project was like 
haute couture.” 

His clients, who delight in giving parties and 
epicurean dinners, “don’t just love to enter- 
tain,” he says, laughing. “They’re the ultimate 
hosts.” He continues, “They’ve also been so 
enthusiastic and supportive that I think I’ve 
done the best work of my life here.” 

The style is Louis XV, of course, but like 
Baratta himself, it bubbles with a kind of Ital- 
ian joie de vivre. It’s the design equivalent of 
Julia Roberts’s smile. Take the double-height

living room, for example. Even the upholstery is droll. 
(Check out the custom applique on the sofa fabric.) The 
veined “marble” woodwork really does fool the eye, and 
the windows — an assortment of playful shapes — more 
than succeed in taming the sizable room. “Windows 
have always been my thing,” the designer says. “But 
really, it’s the California light that allows all this. On 
Long Island, for instance, it might not work.” 

One reason it does work is his authoritative use of 
color. “I like a lot of blue and white, and I like to share 
that with my clients,” Baratta jokes. That’s why a virtual 
river of blues — from the formal blues of the living room 
to the cozy blues of the loggia to the effervescent blues 
of the tiled pavilion — wends its fluid way through the 
house and spills out onto the chef d’oeuvre of the mani- 
cured grounds. 

Party sites abound there, but the dazzler is the fanci- 
ful, functional pavilion, inspired by the Tartar tent at 
ChMeau de Groussay. It’s been neatly Americanized 
with mini pleated-gingham lampshades and partially 
upholstered chair frames, and its petite, chinoiserie- 
wallpapered powder room features an antique server 
repurposed as a sink. Just next door is the garden 
kitchen, a handsome structure that’s been professionally 
equipped for cooking demonstrations and visiting chefs. 

“What makes Tony so ideal,” the husband says, “is 
that he’s an architecturally minded designer.” A histori- 
cally minded designer, as well. Besides that, he’s fun. 

And yes, in May, the family finally had that long- 
awaited wedding. □

A COLLABORATION BETWEEN TWO STRONG TALENTS is always a tricky dance. 
But architect Bobby McAlpine and decorator Susan Ferrier are like the Astaire 
and Rogers of the design world. As old pros who have worked together time and 
again, they make it look as blithe as can be. 

Consider this beachfront manse they concocted at Alys Beach on the Florida 
panhandle — a white stucco getaway for a Birmingham family of six who gave 
them free rein. From the start, McAlpine knew that Ferrier was dreaming of a 
sumptuous interior with an exotic charge. Instead of competing with that vision, 
he created the perfect foil: a glamorous box, as coolly elegant as it is austere. 

“It’s handsome but unfussy and under-embellished by intention,” McAlpine 
says. Architect Greg Tankersley adds, “It’s like a geode — plain on the outside, but 
when you break it open, it’s filled with all of Susan’s glittering treasures.” 

The house’s crisp North African geometries fit in well with the rest of Alys 
Beach, the stunning resort town launched by the architecture firm Duany Plater- 
Zyberk in the early 2000s and still under construction. Its buildings are white 
by fiat. Their uncomplicated volumes of masonry and stucco are massed in a 
sculptural fashion, and the overarching design theme is a Bermudian-Moroccan 
pastiche that seems uncannily at home on the palm-studded Gulf of Mexico. 

For the interior, the architects took their cues from 1930s Parisian department 
stores, designing loft-like rooms with reedy cast-iron columns, marble floors, and

In Perrier’s hands, however, even hard surfaces like these are 
made to feel soft and warm. Her palette might as well be fog and starlight. She 
brought in banks of gauzy drapery and furniture with expressive curves. She laid 
fluffy white goatskin rugs on top of the mosaic marble floors and filled the rooms 
with muted metallic accents that flicker at night like candlelight. 

“The mixing of silver and gold is the mantra in this house,” says Perrier, who 
always wears silver and gold bracelets together, a trick she picked up from her Ital- 
ian grandmother. “I’ve limited the color but amped up the reflectivity.” 

Ploating like a boat in the middle of the living room is a curvaceous whitewashed 
chaise with gilded paw feet. “I feel like that chaise is going to take you directly down 
the Nile,” she says with a laugh. Each piece turns up the volume on romance — the 
sinuous chesterfield sofa upholstered in smoky velvet, the mirrored coffee table, 
and the silvery-gold architectural fragment displayed like art. 

The master bedroom is ensconced on the third floor, where beachy views abound. 
Perrier furnished it with an iron bed that manages to be monumental, delicate, 
modern, and antique-looking all at once; she draped it in Prussian blue linen, and 
why not? Those who lie in it look directly out to sea. 

Prom the spa-like master bath to the TV room with its roiling blue seascape, the 
message seems clear: Lounging with sparkle and style is this house’s raison d’etre. 
Asked how she would use the slouchy-chic loggia, where a bronze Moroccan lantern 
throws off pinpoints of light as the nearby surf pounds rhythmically, Perrier answers, 
“Por cocktails or naps. I mean, wouldn’t you?” □

“Travel is a huge source of inspiration,” he says. “It opens your 
eyes to so many new things and forces you to look at everything 
in a different way.” Seeking native flavor, Brown insists that the 
pulse of a city is found through a local’s eye. The same goes for 
his design philosophy — everything he brings to his own home is 
a reflection of his journeys. 

Brown spent his formative years in France and West Africa. 
As an adult, he returned to his Alabama roots but held on to his 
affection for wanderlust, making world travel and great design a 
lifestyle priority. 

Choosing items with provenance. Brown curates his collection 
of furniture, accessories, and art to be a veritable representation 
of experiences and memories. His 1930s Colonial Revival in 
Birmingham is the theater that tells his story. “Some pieces have 
been accumulated on travels, some are a reaction to places I’ve 
been, and all of it is a mix of the diverse places and styles that 
I’ve been exposed to throughout my life,” he says. 

Brown’s seemingly disparate assemblage unites under his 
affinity for clean lines, bold statement pieces, and classic color 
palettes. In his living room, a 1960s burl-wood games table by 
John Widdicomb anchors the array of seating that includes a 
modern, armless custom sofa covered in royal-blue velvet, a 
Victorian gilt slipper chair, and an antique French bergere. 
Global references come through in zebra-print pillows, a Syrian 
taboret table, and a chic ikat fabric. An antique Italian Rococo- 
style mirror adds dramatic flair. 
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“A combination of textures, patinas, layers, varying heights, 
order and disorder, old and new, aristocratic and tribal — that, all 
together, is what creates a successful space,” Brown says. “It’s 
about creating the right amount of tension between everything.” 

Only one room deep, the home is a series of narrow spaces that 
visually flow into one another. Bold focal points, such as leather- 
covered doors, faux finishes, large-scale prints, and black accents 
draw the eye from one room to the next. 

Eschewing the bad connotations of the word souvenir, Brown 
says his keepsakes are honest mementos from his travels: “It’s best 
to find local markets or antiques fairs to buy art, or plates, or 
something you will actually use. Some of my most treasured finds 
come from flea markets in Buenos Aires, Paris, and Bangkok.” 


Insisting that self-editing is key. Brown refers to a favorite man- 
tra: “Dorothy Draper said, ‘If it looks right, it is right.’ Of course. 
I’m pretty sure she meant that it was right if she thought it looked 
right, but I guess I go by the same philosophy.” 

To Brown, the mood of a room is just as important as the look. 
“I love ambience,” he says. “Or, as my great-grandmother used to 
say, a place with atmosphere.” He designed his own home with 
this in mind — draped walls envelop and add a layer of theatrical 
drama, lamplight and sconces are dimmable to set just the right 
tone, and favorite fragrances, such as Cire Trudon candles from 
Paris, conjure time and place. “I like to re-create the best parts of 
my travel in my home through sight, scent, and touch, so I can 
recall those great experiences every day,” Brown says. □

PATIENCE IS A VIRTUE in most professions, 
but Tom Kligerman, a principal at Ike 
Kligerman Barkley Architects in Manhat- 
tan, might wager that it is particularly 
rewarding in his line of work. Consider the 
waterfront home he recently completed for 
longtime clients. Set into a hill and over- 
looking the Atlantic, the modern Shingle 
Style compound Kligerman fondly refers 
to as “the upside-down house” represents 
a synthesis of ideas and designs he has 
been thinking about since he was a boy. 

Having spent his childhood summers in 
Rhode Island in a home with bedrooms on 
the ground floor and the living spaces 
above, he always wanted to design his own 
version. “Why wouldn’t you want to be 
above deck, so to speak? As if on a boat? 
No one ever said, ‘Run below and see if the 
pirates are coming!”’ he says with a laugh. 

Kligerman was so smitten with the topsy- 
turvy concept that he proposed a plan to 
build a version years earlier for the couple, 
but in the Rocky Mountains. While that 
project never materialized, the desire to 
execute it only intensified. “When I real- 
ized the land for the new home sloped down 
to the water, I reintroduced the design 
because so many of the original ideas trans- 
lated,” he says. For the couple, siting the

water views made perfect sense. 

But before embarking on the main house, 
Kligerman restored the shingled house that 
already sat on the property, working through 
the winter so the construction wouldn’t 
impact summer boaters floating by. Now a 
guesthouse, it retains its early-2 0th- century 
character but boasts 21st-century sturdi- 
ness. “We lifted the whole thing up to pour 
a basement, and we numbered every single 
stone in the chimney as we dismantled it,” 
says Kligerman. 

Respecting a region’s architectural integ- 
rity figures largely in Kligerman’s work, as 
evidenced in his firm’s forthcoming book. 
The New Shingled House (The Monacelli 
Press). He calls this East Coast project his 
“experiment with a traditional New England 
house. The big question was, how modern 
can I make it without losing the character 
that makes it so special?” he says. 

It turns out that time-honored sloped 
rooflines and double-hung windows play 
well with reductive versions of moldings 
and trims. And when there are 270-degree 
views from the breakfast nook, who needs 
a widow’s walk on the roof? Kligerman 
framed up the whole space based on views 
of the water, cliffs, and woods, drawing up 
sight lines on a nautical chart before testing 
them out on the actual property. 

The horizon inspired the design of the 
interiors, too. Most of the rooms are clad in 
cypress planks that run across the walls, 
the panes in many windows are wider than 
they are tall, and every door lever rests 
horizontally. “Everything is meant to echo 
where the sky meets the water and the water 
meets the land,” says Kligerman. 

The architect points to a John Russell 
Pope design — in which the home rambles 
around a courtyard — as inspiration for his 
own project. “I just love that you can walk 
under the house through a breezeway, and 
the house spills down around you,” he says. 

Eor Kligerman, the design represents an 
achievement long in the making: “Architec- 
ture is a slow profession. Each project 
teaches new lessons. This one allowed me 
to put them into practice.” □
